Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First it should be noted that the applicant is 
arguing the art rejection based on the proposed amendment. The proposed amendment is not being entered, therefore the arguments in 
regards to whom the order is being sent to before confirmation of payment are not considered to be persuasive. As stated in the office 
action, Fizzoli discloses the use of an order being sent with a payment guarentee, payment guarentees such as CODs are old and well 
known within the shipping art. And the order is being sent to the customer before the confirmation of actual payment, due to the fact that 
the user will pay "cash on delivery" Therefore the examiner considers Fizzoli to teach this limiation. The applicant is only arguing the 
Kadaba rejection based on the fact that it does not teach the use of sending the order before confirmation of payment, the examiner 
considers Fizzoli to teach this, therefore argument is not considered to be persuasive. Furthermore, the examiner would like to point out 
the use of "Bill me later" features, when a person orders from a catalog or off of TV. A paper bill will be mailed directly with the package. 
Therefore the use of sending an order before payment is being confirmed is old and well known in the art.. 
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
